Special Olympics participants shine 


Although rain forced some track 
and field events to be cancelled, the 
24th Annual District of Columbia 
Special Olympics Summer Games 
held at Gallaudet May 14-16 was a 
success for athletes and organizers 
alike, according to Peter Goodman, 
the University’s liaison for the games. 

More than 900 athletes, ranging in 
age from 8 to 80 years old, including 
35 from the Kendall Demonstration 
Elementary School (KDES), competed 
in five sports events—aquatics, gym- 
nastics, softball, volleyball, and track 
and field. 

“‘The KDES athletes were very ex- 
cited and practiced very hard for the 
competition,’’ said Phyllis Ballenger, 
an instructor in the KDES Special Op- 
portunities Program and coordinator 
for the KDES athletes. ““When you 
see their faces you can just see how 
excited they are.’’ KDES athletes be- 
gan participating two years ago. 

“IT feel very good that we not only 
support the Special Olympics but we 
participate in it and we have a good 
program on campus for our Own stu- 
dents,’’ said Goodman, who is also 
coordinator of property management 
in the Department of Business Serv- 
ices and a Special Olympics volunteer 
for the past six years. 

More than 5,000 volunteers from 
the Washington, D.C., area helped 
stage the event. In addition, 2,500 
law enforcement officers, including 
officers from Gallaudet’s Department 
of Safety and Security, participated in 
the 7th Annual Law Enforcement 
Torch Run to raise funds and aware- 
ness for the competition. 

The Special Olympics began in the 


early 1960s when Eunice Kennedy 
Shriver started a day camp for people 
with mental retardation. One thou- 
sand athletes competed in the first 
Special Olympics, held at Soldier 
Field in Chicago. Today, more than 
one million children and adults with 
mental retardation participate in 
Special Olympics programs world- 
wide. 

Gallaudet has hosted the D.C. Spe- 
cial Olympics since its inception. 
‘The Special Olympics recognizes 
Gallaudet for its support,’’ Goodman 
said. ‘“They have always expressed 
appreciation to Gallaudet for allowing 
it to be held here.”’

Pre-College Dean Deninger resigns 


Provost Harvey Corson announced 
the resignation of Dr. Michael Deninger 
as dean of Pre-College Programs at 
a meeting of faculty and staff May 27 
in the Model Secondary School for 
the Deaf auditorium. 

Effective Aug. 1, Deninger will join 
the Gallaudet Research Institute as a 
senior research scientist and will 
work to develop research and 
demonstration programs related to 
language and communication, teacher 
effectiveness, and minority achieve- 
ment, Corson said. 

Corson thanked Deninger for his 
20 years of service to Pre-College, in 
positions including associate principal 
of MSSD and dean for Curriculum In- 


struction. 

Deninger told the audience that he 
has been “‘changing, growing, and 
developing’ and that he felt “‘called 
to a new purpose in life.”’ 

He added, “‘There are some things 
I can’t tolerate the way I used to and 
some things that are not as important 
to me. It’s been a difficult year. I 
didn’t feel confident that I would be 
able to provide the leadership needed - 
at Pre-College [and] decided to ask Dr. 
Corson to replace and reassign me. ... 

“TI have really fully enjoyed work- 
ing with you,’ Deninger told the au- 
dience. “‘I’ll remember each of you 
with a spirit and strength that I will 
cherish forever.”’

Electronic network updates news 


TFA, Gallaudet’s first electronic news 
network, has entered its second year 
of operation and now has 475 sub- 
scribers throughout the United States, 
according to Robert Weinstock, coordi- 
nator of job development at the Career 
Center and a part-time instructor in the 
Department of Communication Arts. 

Weinstock and Dr. Harvey Good- 
stein, a professor in the Department of 
Mathematics and Computer Science, 
operate TFA, which stands for Tele- 
phone for All, on a volunteer basis. 
The network carries articles about po- 
litical issues and meetings of interest to 
the deaf community. 

The articles are sent to subscribers 
via E-mail, either on the Gallaudet 
computer network or over the BIT- 
NET, CompuServ, or Deaftek.USA net- 
works. Thirty-nine subscribers at 
government Offices, military installa- 
tions, and other universities receive 
TFA, Weinstock said. 

News articles of local interest have 
included reports on legislative actions 
lowering the surcharge for the 
Maryland dual party relay service; suc- 
cessful efforts to avert the Maryland 
doomsday budget scenario, which 
would have closed both Maryland 
School for the Deaf (MSD) campuses; 
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and the abrupt dismissal of Dr. David 
Denton as superintendent of MSD. 

TFA also has reported news from 
other areas of the country, such as the 
threatened closure of residential 
schools for deaf people in Arizona and 
Michigan and a suit filed against the 
South Carolina School for the Deaf 
and Blind by school audiologist Lisa 
Rogers alleging that some of the chil- 
dren at the school should be main- 
streamed. 

Weinstock said that TFA started last 
year as an E-mail distribution list estab- 
lished by Goodstein to enable eight 
people spearheading the effort to es- 
tablish the Maryland dual party relay 
service to keep in contact. 

“At first, I used TFA to arrange logis- 
tics and post daily updates on the dual 
party relay service bill’s progress,’’ said 
Goodstein, who is also president of 
the Maryland Association of the Deaf 
(MDAD). “Later I began sending out 
mailings about developments in other 
State political issues of interest to deaf 
and hard of hearing people, and about 
MDAD events.”’ Weinstock, who has 
professional writing and editing ex- 
perience, became involved later. 

As more people became aware of 
TFA, the subscriber list began to grow. 
It numbered 200 readers as of last De- 
cember and passed 400 last March. 

Weinstock said most University ad- 
ministrators use TFA to help them 
keep current on developments in the 
deaf community. 

Weinstock emphasized that TFA is a 
volunteer effort and not an official 
service of the University. Weinstock 
carefully checks articles for accuracy, 
and information is always attributed to 
its source.

There is no charge 
for TFA.
